I AM IN receip t of a letter from 
a medical officer stationed in North 
Africa from which I excerp t a few 
high lights. 
His hosp ital is situated In a 
p leasant region of v ineyards and

orange grov es, so you mustn't 
think if your boy is in Africa he 
is out on a sand-swep t desert. 
My frieod has treated two cases 
of typ hus fev er. I hav e nev er seen 
a case of that ancient malady, 
which was p robably the cause of 
the p lague of Athens and which 
under the name of ship fev er and 
jail fev er followed the adv ance of 
civ ilization for thousands of years. 
We seldom sc' it now in North 
America because we are on the 
whole a cleanly p eop le and it is 
sp read mostly by lice, with the rat 
as a reserv oir. The American 
army has been entirely free from 
it, howev er, because we used v ac­ 
cination against it on all the 
troop s. The only cases seen at this 
hosp ital were two—one in a soldier 
who had ev aded v accination some 
way, and the other in an officer of 
a merchant marine v essel. 
The British did not u.e v ac­ 
cine at first, and lost many men in 
Africa until they woke up and be­ 
gan univ ersal v accination. The 
Arabs suffer from it terribly. In 
a v illage near the hosp ital one 
family was comp letely wip ed out. 
Exp osure to the disease is un­ 
av oidable for the American troop s. 
The Arabs are all cov ered with 
lice and it ie necessary to shake 
hands with them, if you want to 
get anything out of them like a 
little extra food, etc. 
Another condition that few 
American p hysicians hav e been 
familiar with and which is com­ 
mon in Africa is malaria. The 
American troop s stay p rotected by 
taking atabrine — four tablets 
weekly. Whenev er a man leav es 
off his atabrine for a week, he 
comes down with a chill. My doc­ 
tor friend takes his atabrine faith­ 
fully and said he would hav e a 


blood examination made but he is 
afraid to look at it. 
The sulfa drugs continue to p ro­ 
duce miracles. This I hear also 
from doctors in American camp s. 
There were no deaths in the Afri­ 
can hosp ital in ov er 300 cases of 
p neumonia. That is indeed mirac­ 
ulous. Bacillary dysentery also 
yields p romp tly. There is a tremen­ 
dous reduction of bone and tissue 
infections from ordnance action. 
Ulcer of the Stomach 
A curious feature is that so many 
soldiers come down with ulcer 
of the stomach—2 p er cent of all 
admissions to the hosp ital. It does 
seem to p rov e what many doctors 
hav e claimed for a long time—that 
ulcer of the stomach come* from 
emotional reactions. It is easy to 
imagine there must bt p lenty of 
such reactions at the battle front, 
and being away from home and 
p robably irregular eating, and 
p erhap s eating under circum­ 
stances that could hardly be called 
calming. 
“The shell shock eases are still 
with us," writes my corresp on­ 
dent “They form a large class of 
admissions: truly p athetic, and 
altogether different from any­ 
thing I ev er saw in civ ilian life."

Answer: About once in a thous­ 
and times. 


V. H. B.:—I hav e been donating 
blood for the blood bank; the first 
time I went my blood p ressure was 
124, the second time, 110, and my 
family thinks I should not donate 
blood with my p ressure that low.

Answer: I agree with your fam­ 
ily. The standard Red Croat rule 
is that they will not take blood 
when the p ressure is below IOO, 
but in your case you hav e a com­ 
p arativ e record and know your 
p ressure is going down. It indi­ 
cates to me some underlying con­ 
dition, not due to blood loss, which 
requires inv estigation by a p hy­ 
sician.

Troops Free From Typhus 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
I AM IN receipt of a letter from 
a medical officer stationed in North 
Africa from which I excerpt a few 
high light*. 
His hospital ii situated In a 
pleasant region of vineyards and

My friend has treated two cases 
of typhus fever. I have never seen 
a rase of that ancient malady, 
which was probably the cause of 
the plague of Athens and which 
under the name of ship fever and 
Jail fever followed the advance of 
civilisation for thousands of years. 
We seldom se-: it now in North 
America because we are on the 
whole a cleanly people and it ii 
spread mostly by lice, with the rat 
as a reservoir. The American 
army has been entirely free from 
i t however, because we used vac­ 
cination against it on all the 
troops. The only cases seen at this 
hospital were two—one in a soldier 
who had evaded vaccination some 
way, and the other in an officer of 
a merchant marine vessel. 
The British did not u.s vac­ 
cine at first, and lost many men in 
Africa until they woke up and be­ 
gan universal vaccination. The 
Arabs suffer from it terribly. In 
a village near the hospital one 
family was completely wiped out 
Exposure to the disease is un­ 
avoidable for the American troops. 
The Arabs are all covered with 
lice and it ie necessary to shake 
hands with them, if you want to 
get anything out of them like a 
little extra food, etc. 
Another condition that few 
American physicians have been 
familiar with and which ii com­ 
mon in Africa is malaria. The 
American troops stay protected by 
taking atabrine — four tablets 
weekly. Whenever a man leaves 
off his atabrine for a week, he 
comes down with a chill. My doc­ 
tor friend takes his atabrine faith­ 
fully and said he would hart a 


blood examination made but he is 
afraid to look at it. 
The sulfa drugs continue to pro­ 
duce miracles. This I hear also 
from doctors in American camps. 
There were no deaths in the Afri­ 
can hospital in over 300 eases of 
pneumonia. That is indeed mirac­ 
ulous. 
Bacillary dysentery also 
yields promptly. There is a tremen­ 
dous reduction of bone and tissue 
infections from ordnance action. 
Ulcer of the Stomach 
A curious feature is that so many 
soldiers come down with ulcer 
of the stomach—2 per cent of all 
admissions to the hospital. It does 
seem to prove what many doctors 
have claimed for a long time—that 
ulcer of the stomach comes from 
emotional reactions. It ii easy to 
imagine there must be plenty of 
such reactions at the battle front, 
and being away from home and 
probably irregular eating, and 
perhaps eating under circum­ 
stances that could hardly be called 
calming. 
“The shell shock cases are still 
with us/' writes my correspon­ 
dent. “They form a large class of 
admissions: truly pathetic, and 
altogether different from any­ 
thing I ever taw in civilian life.*

But they held their pea ce.”

Th e Pha risees then went to the 
Herodia ns a nd 
counseled with 
them how to destroy Him. The 
Herodia ns were a sma ll compa ny 
of J ews who supported the ruler­ 
sh ip of Herod Antipa s under the 
dominion of the Roma n empire. 
Th ey were considered unpa triotic 
by most of the J ews. The Pha ri­ 
sees. y ou see, who were so pa r­ 
ticula r a bout the v ery letter of the 
la w., for J esus, were not a bov e a s­ 
sociating with a nd a sking the help 
of th ese people who were contld- 
ered tra itors to their country ’s 
cause, In order to tra p the Lord.

sabbath 
day to keep It holy. Six days shalt 
thou labor and do all thy w'ork: 
But the seventh Is the. sabbath of 
the Lord thy God: In It thou shalt 
not do any work, thou, nor thy 
■on, nor thy daughter, thy man­ 
servant. nor thy maidservant, nor 
thy cattle, nor thy stranger that 
Is within thy gates. 
"For in six days the Lord made 
heaven and earth, the sea, and 
all that in them is, and rested the 
seventh day: wherefore the Lord 
blessed the sabbath day and hal­ 
lowed it.” 
This is the fourth command­ 
ment and it is a wise and just one 
which Is well worth observing 
even by people who do not sub­ 
scribe to the Christian religion. 
Six dsys shalt thou labor and on 
the aeventh thou shalt rest and 
think of other things than work. 
In normal times six days Is the 
limit any person should work, and 
the seventh day u needed for rest 
and recuperation. 
The commandment tells us to 
keep the day holy. We would do 
w ell'to heed this command. Six 
days we have for the work and 
play of the world; one day to de­ 
vote to refreshing our souls—to 
quiet thought and communication 
with the things of the spirit. 
God’s Reward 
"If thou turn away thy foot 
from the sabbath, from doing thy 
pleasure on My holy day; and cai! 
the sabbath a delight, the holy of 
the Lord, honorable; and shalt 
honor Him, not doing thine own 
w ays, nor finding thine own pleas­ 
ure, 
nor speaking thine own 
words: 
“Then shalt thou delight thyself 
in the Lord; and I will cause thee 
to ride upon the high places of the 
earth—” 
Thus spoke Isaiah, one of the 
greatest of the Hebrew prophets. 
You may not feel like going to 
church, maybe. You may feel tired 
and think that rest and fun is the 
answer to your Sunday problem. 
But if you turn away from such 
thoughts and resolutely rise, dress 
and betake yourself to the church 
of your choice, Join in the services 
with heart as well ss voice, you 
will know what Isaiah meant 
when he spoke of the Lord caus­ 


ing “thee to ride upon the high 
places of the earth.” Refreshment 
and renewal both of body and 
mind will result 
Only in St. Mark do we find the 
story of Jesus, the man with the 
withered hand, and the Pharisee* 
First, however, Mark tells of 
Jesus and His disciples walking 
through the wheat field, and the 
disciples plucking the grains of 
wheat and eating them. The Phar­ 
isees watched 
this proceeding 
with great displeasure. These men 
were breaking the sabbath, ac­ 
cording to the Jewish law. 
Finally the Pharisees said to 
Jesus: “Behold, why do they on 
the sabbath day that which is not 
lawful?” 
Jesus answered them by refer­ 
ring to the scriptures in which 
was told how David the king, be­ 
ing hungry and those with him 
likewise, ate the showbread in the 
temple which was only supposed 
to be eaten by the priests. 
Sabbath for Man 
“And He said unto them. The 
sabbath was made for man, and 
not man for the sabbath: There­ 
fore the Son of Man Is Lord also 
of the sabbath.” 
When men are hungry and need 
food it is time to eat if possible, 
and one is not desecrating the 
sabbath by so doing. 
Jesus went into the synagogue 
and a man with a withered hand 
was there also. The Pharisees 
were also present, ever hoping to 
cat eh this Man who had so much 
power and so much Influence with 
the common people, and destroy 
Him. They watched now to see if 
He would heal this man on the 
sabbath. 
Jesus told the man to “stand 
forth,” and he did so. “And He 
saith unto them. Is it lawful to do 
good on the sabbath dsys. or to 
do evil? to save life, or to kill? 
But they held their peace.” 
Jesus looked around on these 
men, grieved and angry “for the 
hardness of their hearts,” and told 
the man to stretch forth his hand, 
and it was restored whole. 
The Pharisees then went to the 
Herodlans and counseled with 
them how to destroy Him. The 
Herodians were a small company 
of Jews who supported the ruler­ 
ship of Herod Antipas under the 
dominion of the Roman empire. 
They were considered unpatriotic 
by most of the Jews. The Phari­ 
sees. you see, who were so par­ 
ticular about the very letter of the 
law, for Jesus, were not above as­ 
sociating with and asking the help 
of these people w’ho were consid­ 
ered traitors to their country's 
cause, in order to trap the Lord.
